We believe that this is a case of self-deception. A 
paved highway will extend from Lethbridge to Ed¬ 
monton, but will it stand up? According to auto- 
mubi lists who use the Calgary-Edmonton highway, 
and have noted the effect of hfeavy trucks on this 
highway it will not last any longer than two or 
three years. This section from Coutts to Lethbridge 
approximates to a permanent road, because the 
government brought in an American engineer who 
had extended experience in building “modern top- 
standard pavement." 

Alberta is doing a big work in .bulldin? highways 
but it is not going far enough. It has not yet work¬ 
ed out the method of making our highways perman¬ 
ent, and thlg was demonstrated this spring, when 
the entire road from Lethbridge to Calgary had to 
be patched up. 

Perhaps the highway from Coutts to Lethbridge 
will serve as an object lesson in permanency and If 
so It will serve as a basis for future construction. 
But past experience has shown the only per¬ 
manent strip of road we ever had in Alberta was 
the section from Lacombe to Ponoka which was 
built by the U.F.A. government more than twenty 
years ago and still stands.

Must Ask For 
Seed Inspection 


June is the month when inspec¬ 
tor* of the Plant Products Divi¬ 
sion, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture make plans for in¬ 
specting crops which are being 
grown for seed to be registered or 
certified. In 1947 they made near¬ 
ly 16,000 different inspections of 
crops covering 360,000 acres. So 
that any crop impurities which 
may be present can be seen and 
reported, all inspections have to 
be made during the short period 
before harvest. For this reason, 
inspectors have to plan their work 
carefully and arrange their routes 
from farm to farm *o that little 
time is lo«t through back tracking. 

To enable the inspection to be 
done effectively, it is essential that 
growers send their applications 
for crop inspection to district 
officers as early as possible. New 
growers are sometimes not aware 
that this is necessary, and older 
growers sometimes overlook It. 
Indeed some think, because they 
have had inspections In previous 
years, that an Inspector should 
visit their farms automatically. 
This Is not necessarily so, and 
each grower is responsible for 
maklng^application himself. If one 
is not made, the grower has only 
himself to blame If the inspector 
misses him. 

Application forms for inspection 
may be obtained from District 
Supervisors of the Plant Products'
